LIQUIDATORS CALLED IN 

Having loaded up with wheat to the tune of 
several hundred million bushels, at prices run- 
ning up to 30 cents a bushel above the world 
price, Premier Bennett now proposes to set up 
a grain board to liquidate these vast holdings in 
an “orderly and profitable way.” 

The taxpayer, who has supplied the credit 
for the speculation, and will have to suppiy the 
cash if it turns out wrong, will hope the 
liquidating may be profitably, whether 
orderly or not. 

Unless the board can more buyers 
abroad than Mr. McFarland been able to 
find, there is room to suspect there will not be 
much marketing, orderly, profitable or other- 
wise. Thus far in the shipping season, Canada 
has held its wheat while the Argentine has 
filled up the warehouses in Europe and Aus- 
tralia has supplied the Orient. 

The director of the supposed selling opera- 
tions for the pools thinks the supplies in those 
producing countries are now runnin w, and 
that Canada may have a chance to come into 
a market clamoring for wheat it can't get any- 
where else. In that case, wheat board or none, 
Canada’s last year’s crop can be sold, perhaps 
at a price higher than the Government backed 
the pools in paying for it. 

Details as to the powers the board is to have 
are not yet known and the information wil! be 
awaited with wide interest throughout the 
west. No doubt they will need té be broad if 
the board is to extricate the Government from 
the predicament into which it has run in peg- 
ging the price of wheat above the world level 
while still trying to maintain the “sound” money

Graduate Your Exercise 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


People who are beginning to take up exer- 
cising usually make the mistake of overdoing 
it at first. When muscles have not been lim- 
bered up for years they may become stiff and 
sore for several days after only a few minutes 
of heavy exercising. Those who take up exercis- 
ing too suddenly usually quit 
just as suddenly, for when 
they feel the aches and pegins 
that have been brought on by 
overdoing it, they conclude 
that exercise may bring a 
greater strength for every- 
body else, but it just isn't 
their medicine. 

I always find it necessary 
to advise nervous, enthusias- 
tic patients to begin very 
gradually with exercise, tak-

ing it first in moderate amounts and gradually 


adding more as the strength permits. In _ this 
way, exercise builds up without over-tiring and 
one reaps the full benefit of added strength and 
endurance. 

When exercise is doing you good, it makes 
your eyes bright, your cheeks rosier, the skin 
does not look fagged, there is a spring to the 
walk, the patients enjoys life, feels renewed 
vigor, sleeps well, and comes to meals hungry 
as a bear. 

The signs of over-exercising are: The eyes 
are dulled, the face looks pinched, the skin 
grayish, the patient feels tired, is irritable, 
doesn't want to eat, snaps at the least excuse, 
and is too keyed up to sleep. 

The prime test for exercising is not how 
tired it makes you, but how good it makes you 
feel after a full night's sleep. If you feel irri- 
table and disinclined to move the next day, 
then you have over-exercised. Those whose 
Vitality is low cannot afford to exercise to the 
point of exhaustion. In exercising you must 
learn when you are exhausting your own 
strength limits. Exercise as much as you can 
but don't overdo it. Exercise should be taken 
until you feel pleasantly tired. When you exer- 
cise beyond this stage by simply trying to see 
how much you can do, you may become so 
keyed up that you cannot relax. 

Do not make the mistake of thinking that if 
a moderate amount of exercise makes you feel 
good, a great deal of it will make you feel bet- 
ter. During vacation time many people make 
the mistake of swimming, hiking or dancing 
until they are sore in every limb. It would be 
much better if they took their sports less stren- 
uously, On the other hand, it is not a good 
plan to take a few exercises and never incr-ase 
the number. Begin slowly, and as your muscles 
become stronger, either take the exercises 
harder or take more each time. In this way 
you can see your strength gradually increasing. 
You feel encouraged. This is the way to build 
strength and vitality that is lasting. 

One of the finest methods is to take short 
setting up exercises morning and evening. Do 
this every day and take a daily walk. Two or 
three times a week try to get in a good tramp 
or swim. Follow this with a brisk shower and 
rub-down with a rough towel and a good night's 
sleep. If you have been careful not to play too 
hard, such a program will make you feel up 
on your toes and “on top of the world.” That is 
the reward of correct exercising.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1860 the death 
took place of Hon. James Crooks, 
M.L.C., of Flamboro, Upper Can- 
ada, a Scot who did much to de- 
velop the Niagara district, the 
man who established the first 
paper mill in Upper Canada, and 
was active in other phases of na- 
tional development. Of his mar- 
riage an interesting story is told; 
one day about a century ago a 
ship arrived at Quebec with set- 
tlers for Upper Canada. Among 
the passengers was a young ledy 
from Scotlond who had her for- 
tune told on her arrival by a 
gypsy: 

“You will soon be married, It is 
to the man who will help you to 
the wharf from a brig at Mon- 
treal. He is a stout gentleman and 
he is older than you, 20 years 
your senior, You have never seen 
him, but soon you are to meet 
him there. At the side of a great 
river and a falls you will see 
him again. After your wedding 
you and your husband are going 
on a journey to the end of a | 
great iake and up a mountain | 
trail. The place where you will | 
live is among high hills and deep 
woods and wild animals and red 
people, who live in the forests by 
a rapid stream. Your years will 
be prosperous and your family 
large.” | 

The lady was the only sister of | 


the Hon. James Cummings of 
Chippawa. That gentleman to 
whom the gypsy referred was | 


Hon. James Crooks. He and the 
lady had never met previous to 
the prediction. But they met soon | 
after and removed from Niagara | 
to West Flamboro. Their life was 
a happy and long one; they had a 
large family and their word was 
their bond with white and red 
alike, 


March 1st: On this date in 1905 | 
Valleyfield, the cotton mill town | 
of Quebec near the Ontario bor- | 
der, was the scene of a double | 
murder, which not only stirred 
Quebec, but created a sensation | 
throughout Canada. Valentine | 
Shortis, a young Irishman, had se- | 
cured a post as secretary to the 
manager of the Montreal Cotton | 
Company at Valleyfield. For some 
reason, never stated, he was dis- 
missed from his secretarial job 
and was given anothes position in 
the factory. On Friday evening, 
March 1, 1905, he entered the of- | 
fice of the factory where John 
Lowe, the paymaster, and his two |

assistants, John Loy and Hugh 
Wilson, were making up the pay 
envelopes. Suddenly Shortis had 
what at the trial was called, a 
“brain storm.” Seizing the pay- 
master’s revolver Shortis shot at 
Wilson, who fell, badly wounded. 
He then fired at Loy, fatally 
wounded him, and then turned on 
Lowe, who however, seized the 
cash box and rushed into the 
vault. The night watchman, one 
Leboeuf, hearing the noise, came 
in and was also shot, dying in- 
stantly. 

The wounded Wilson, calling 
for help, se#ed Shortis and he 
was overpowered. He was lodged 
in the local pail, but so intense 
was the indignation of the towns- 
folk that he had to be removed 
to Beauharnois for safekeeping 

In due course, he was tried at 
Valleyfield, convicted and sen- 
tenced to death. His mother, who 
had come from Ireland at once 
began a campaign for clemency 
Her very pitiful position induced 
a number of influential people to 
join in her appeal for mercy; but 
when the case came before the 
Bowell cabinet it refused to inter- 
fere with the sentence and sent 
the death warrant to Lord Aber- 
deen for signature. The governor 
general declined to sign it; a near 
cabinet crisis followed; al] sorts 
of wires were pulled, and it was 


said that Lady Aberdeen, who 
had been appealed to by the 
mother, aciually invaded the 


Privy Council chamber and de- 


manded that the sentence be 
commuted to imprisonment for 
life. 


Whether this was the reason or 
no, the death was commuted and 
Shortis was’ sent to Portsmouth 
penitentiary where he remained 


for many years. Then, as he 
showed signs of méntal trouble 
(Dr. C. K. Clarke, the eminent 


Toronto alienist, *expressed the 
Opinion at the trial that Shortis 
was insane) he was transferred 
to Burwash, after which in course 
of time he was removed to 
Gue'ph, where for many years, 
he has been a trusted prisoner. 
Shortis volunteered for service in 
the war but was not permitted to 
go for fear of his mental condi- 
tion. Now, an old looking man of 
50 he is awaiting his call to the 
other world, not dissatisfied with 
his lot; indeed, it is reported that 
when, not so long ago, he was 
offered his freedom he declined 
it, for what would he do in the 
outer world?

Reciprocity with the United States would be very profitable 
to Canada once it extended to a wide range of commerce; so long 
as it is restricted to whisky and face powder, no one is going to 
benefit much 


In the meantizne we have a great opening for a reciprocity 
between the Canadian railways and the producers of coal in the 
Rocky Mountain areas 


There has been so much propaganda about oil fuel that the 
general public gets the idea coal has no market value. This is a 
mistake, 


The reason fuel oil has had such success as against coal on the 
Pacific coast is due to two things: too much ash content in the 
coal available, and too high price for that coal. 


Coal at tidewater can only be sold at the world price—and 
most decidedly not at a price made up of a combination of what 
railways and mine owners think they ought to get. The answer 
to that idiocy is fuel oil. 


There is a market from Alaska to Cape Horn for two grades 
of coal; one a high class coal fit for domestic use, and the other 
a high class steam coal. There will be a market for a third grade 
as soon as there is rail connection with the Peace River valley 
from Hudson Hope to Finlay Forks, and high-carbon coal can be 
brought to tidewater for the metal trades. 


This market can only be held and extended by selling the coal 
at tidewater at the world price. This world price in turn is fixed 
by the.prices quoted at South Wales ports for the filling of con- 
tracts abroad. Seventeen shillings per long ton is the basic price 
for coal contracts at tidewater. From nine shillings to twelve 
shillings per long ton completes delivery even to the Argentine. 
In spite of oil or any other competition British exporters aim at 
sales of over fifty million tons per year of Welsh and Durham 
and Yorkshire and Scotch coal—and plenty is sold to countries 
having coal mines of their own but not of a satisfactory grade 
for specific purposes,
